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Kaeding Conquers Plymouth Track for First WoO Victory of ‘05 


PLYMOUTH, WI, June 11 -- Tim 
Kaeding used the cushion to run to 
his first World of Outlaws Sprint 
Series victory of the season 
Saturday night at Sheboygan County 
Fair Park. 

The night was delayed by a thun- 
derstorm around 5 pm, so by the 
time the racing surface was ready 
the schedule had to be altered in 
order to meet the track’s 11 pm cur- 
few. With 49 cars in the pits, time tri- 
als were tossed out for the first time 
for the Series since July 1990 at 
Williams Grove, and dashes also 
were lost in an effort to complete the 
race. Instead, cars were lined up for 
five heats by the order in which they 
drew for time trials, and passing 
points were used to score the heats 
and determine the A- and B-main 
fields. 

In the 40-lap main event Joey 
Saldana charged to the lead from 
the pole, while Jason Meyers and 
Kaeding battled for second before 
Kaeding grabbed the position. As the 
leaders ran through traffic, Steve 
Kinser maneuvered around his son 
Kraig to grab fourth on lap 10 while 
Saldana drove up to the cushion to 
maintain his 0.8-second advantage 
over Kaeding. 

Kaeding carried his momentum 
around the high side, and on lap 23 
he slid by Saldana as they came off 
of turn 4, just before Jason Soiwold 
brought out the caution when he 
jumped the cushion and stopped. 
Pushing hard to stay in. front of 
Saldana and Kinser on lap 27, 
Kaeding raced down the frontstretch 
with his front wheels in the air. Three 
laps later Kinser tangled with 
Saldana while battling for second 
and both cars spun, and Saldana’s 
stopped car brought out a caution 
and put Kinser directly behind 
Kaeding. 

On the restart, Kaeding shot to the 
cushion while Kinser worked the bot- 
tom, and Kinser sliced into Kaeding’s 
advantage and stole the lead on lap 
34. But as the white flag came out 
Kinser and Kaeding came up on traf- 
fic; Kinser went low and got stuck 
behind the slower car, while Kaeding 
shot back to the cushion and into the 
lead, then held on during the final lap 
to claim his first victory of the season 
by 0.56 seconds over Kinser.

Finishing third was Meyers, followed 
by Kraig Kinser, Donny Schatz, 
Daryn Pittman, Shane Stewart, 
Brooke Tatnell, Terry McCarl and 
Travis Rilat. 

“Steve messed up just a little bit 
and | got right back around him in 
lapped traffic,” said Kaeding. “That 
was it. He went low, the lapped car 
went to the bottom, and | went to the 
top and just prayed | didn’t crash. It 
was a perfect ending to a long night. 

“It was just unbelievable. (The

OREGON, WI, June 10 -- Not even a brief rain delay could 
cool off the hot racing action Friday night at Madison 
International Speedway.

without drivers downshifting to 
gain quick acceleration exiting 
the sharp turns.

designed to cut rpms and 
reduce the number of engine 
failures; there was only one 
on a hot and humid day. 

But cut tires were the main 
problem for the drivers. More 
than 20 tires defiated in 
Sunday's Pocono 500 - most 
on the left-front, due perhaps 
to set-ups used to counter the 
lack of shifting - and NASCAR 
and Goodyear said after the 
race that data from the week- 
end would have to be ana- 
lyzed before any tire changes 
for July's Pennsylvania 500 
were contemplated.

Why are we arguing on Internet message boards about 
head-and-neck restraints and whether or not the tracks should 
enforce them? C’mon drivers, use your heads ... literally. 
Especially the brains inside of them. One driver told me that it’s 
a racer’s “bull-headed” attitude, that they don’t want to be told 
they have to do something, that keeps them from doing things. 
Another person responded that more research needs to be 
done, and that all of this “mandate” talk is due to the hysteria 
and “bandwagon” that everyone got on since Earnhardt’s 
death, and that the bottom line is that it’s the driver who should 
choose. 

Okay, so more research needs to be done. Apparently some 
folks think that when NASCAR decided that the Hutchens 
device was not safe enough to have in their series, that deci- 
sion must not have been based on research. Wrong. It was 
research that forced them to make the decision. 

But sometimes it takes a sad situation to open up everyone’s 
eyes to a problem. It’s human nature to learn what we can from 
mistakes, then apply what we have learned and go forward in 
the hope that something bad that which rarely happens does 
not happen again. . 

To the point that the drivers should choose, you can say 
“yes” or “no” to that. But tracks and series officials have a

Following the Worid of Outlaws 
show at the Sheboygan County 
Fair Park on Saturday, June 11, a 
lot of people had to re-write their 
ideas and beliefs about the series 
and what it’s about.

What that 
radar couldn’t show was just how much water was to drench 
the speedway surface. It came, it fell, and it made its presence 
known. The track, which not 15 minutes prior was nearly ready 
to accept a pounding, was now an oval mudbog. 

A decision had to be made: scrap the show and come back 
on Sunday to try again, or give the track prep crew a chance to 
recover the surface and see where that lead.

responsibility to put on a safe racing program for everyone 
involved, including drivers, pit crews, officials and fans. lf a 
track owner or series director feels that safety can be increased 
by the drivers’ use of head-and-neck restraints, then they 
should have every right to either mandate or strongly suggest 
it. In other words, they are looking out for drivers to be safe. 
Drivers have a choice in what head-and-neck device they can 
to use, but as consumers they should do the research and look 
at the ones that give the best safety results. 

Doesn't this sound like the same argument that individual 
states have used to mandate seatbelt laws? Drivers were 
yelling into the TV cameras, “I’m an American - | can choose to 
wear it or not! The government can’t tell me what to do!” Then 
they take off on their motorcycle without wearing a helmet. 

The reason that states started to mandate seatbelt use was 
because research results show that seatbelts save lives. It may 
not save all lives, but it certainly reduces the numbers of lives 
lost. Research on head-and-neck restraints have shown that 
these devices can also reduce the trauma that a person’s head 
and neck experiences in a solid collision. For statistical infor- 
mation, | would recommend talking to Greg and Lorna Folk; 
both are very educated on this topic, and they have testing 
data and videos to show how these devices can help in case of 
an accident on a race track. 

It’s common sense. If there is a safety product out there, and 
research shows that it will work, by all means, drivers, seriously 
consider it. Oh, and | don’t want to hear you complain about the 
cost of these devices either. For some reason, you don’t flinch 
much at the cost of putting a faster car together or having a 
more powerful motor built. So, in the issue of safety, cost 
shouldn't be overlooked, either. 

Remember this: a HANS device is probably the most expen- 
sive item out there, but, it’s stili probably cheaper than a hospi- 
tal bill or - dare | say this - a funeral. _ 

And while | am on the topic of safety, | want to applaud the 
safety crews that work at tracks. These people do what they 
can to help the drivers when they get in an accident, but some- 
times they scare me. ! will say this to race track owners: please 
do not discount these employees. Make every effort to see that 
they have proper safety attire, safety equipment and safety 
training, so that they can help drivers out of their cars in a safe 


joy of the crowd who had waited out the storm. A still super-soft 
surface would necessitate a second go-’round of hot laps, and 
as the clock neared 9 pm another decision was needed: as 


- before, come back tomorrow, or make some concessions in the 


order of the show to get it in by the 11 pm curfew. After enough 
politicking to make a Washington Congressman proud, it was 
decided to scrap qualifying in favor of a passing-points system 
and declare the event a “show-points only” one. Press on they 
did, knowing that the next two hours would be some of the 
most furious work teams had endured in a very long time. 
Another decision was made to scrap the dashes and juggle the 
draw to compensate; concessions and more politicking fol- 
lowed. 

With heat races pushing off at about 9:15, all five heats were 
run off with the efficiency of an M-60 machine gun. There was 
a distinct feeling spreading throughout the pits now that this 
could work. After a few short minutes the B-main was ready to 
go, and those feeling the most heat were the teams that had lit- 
erally just pulled off the track from the fifth heat race. As points 
were tabulated, word went out to those that needed to be in the 
“B” to make it quick, and quick they did. Amazingly, the B-main 
was completed before 10:30, and after a very short moment to 
allow the four teams that just transferred to throw some fuel 
into the tanks and make a quick check of their cars, drivers 
were staging for the A-main. 

As the A-main pushed off, another decision to discard the 
four-abreast salute didn’t set well, but it was understood. With 
just-under a half-hour to curfew, the A-main togk the green flag. 
Danny Lasoski stopped things momentarily when he developed 
mag problems, but the green flew again with at just over 20 
minutes until 11 pm. k 

The race progressed into a serious battie between Joey 
Saldana and a charging Steve Kinser for second, until lap 23, 
when Saldana entered turn 4 and slid sideways to a stop. 
Accompanying him was Kinser, who stayed on the gas and 
kept his spot, but Saldana was sent to the rear - again, a deci- 
sion not received well by the fans. It might be worth méntioning 
here that the rules governing spins between the WoO and IRA 
are very different. With transponders attached to the cars, the 
spins are a little more forgiving, and as long as a car can con- 
tinue under its own power it is not penalized. Under IRA rules 
(of which most of the upset fans were more familiar), a 360 
spin that impedes another car’s momentum results in that car 
being sent to the rear. Different sanctions, different rules. | can 
live with that. 

Tim Keading led the field to the cone, and “King” Kinser 
eventually got by Keading. But with two laps to go the leaders 
worked slower traffic through turns 1 and 2, and Keading struck 
back, getting by Kinser for the white flag. On the final lap 
Kinser pulled out all the stops, but Keading held off the King, 
much to the approval of a now-satisfied crowd. 

in victory lane, you would have thought Keading had just 
won the Knoxville Nationals. “That doesn't happen very often,” 
a jubilant Keading said of his pass of Kinser. “| can't believe it.” 

After an evening of emotion, stress and work, teams were 
thoroughly exhausted, and their own decisions to leave left 
many fans walking around asking, “Where was so-and-so 
parked?” My only response was, “Well, over there is Brooke 
Tatnell, and the winner is parked over there, and Craig 
Dollansky is right there ...” What was | supposed to say? 
Seemed funny that even those who didn't make the cut for the 
B-main were still sitting and waiting to greet fans and well-wisn- 
ers, 

Saying our goodbyes to friends that we will not see for 
another few weeks, Amanda and | loaded up and headed for 
Chicago to meet our niece from Pennsylvania, who has decid- 
ed to spend the summer in Wisconsin. 

On a personal note, | am in no way going to represent myself 
as a public relations expert, nor do | even claim to know why, 
but all but a few of the traveling teams opted to leave the track 
before the dust had even settled. What | do know is the ques- 
tions | fielded in the pit area from fans who were trying to

tive to what is going on. Listen to your race directors and per- 
sonnel, and be aware of what is going on. The drivers are rely- 
ing on you to help them if they get in a bad situation. 

| love this sport and | want to continue to see it thrive - espe- 
cially on the local level. At the same time, | want everyone to 
feel safe and enjoy this sport. But we all must use some com- 
mon sense when it comes to safety - from parents making their 
kids wear bike helmets when they are riding; to passengers 
wearing seatbelts in cars. They are all preventive measures to 
avoid serious injury. In the sport of racing, those preventive 
safety measures should be looked upon more seriously before 
slipping into a race car. 

Sure, drivers, you can tell me it’s your life and you can do 
what you want, but when you’re at a racetrack and track pro- 
moters and officials are allowing you to participate in their rac- 
ing events, you need to follow their rules or heed to their strong 
suggestions, because they can just as easily not allow you on 
the track. 

And finally, folks, remember this: accidents do occur. Some 
fans think they are cool to see, and others understand the dis- 
couragement drivers and crews experience while putting the 
car back together. But when a serious accident occurs, our 
goal should be for every fan who witnessed the wreck to later 
say, “It was the worst wreck | have ever seen, but you know 
what? The driver walked away.” 

Please, drivers, just use some common sense. Thanks. }

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Notes & Nostalgia 


Here's part two of the column | 
started in last week's issue: 

The overwhelming story of the 
1955 Indy 500 was Vukovich. After the 
1954 race Howard Keck, Vuky's reclu- 
sive and enigmatic car owner, decided 
he wanted to run a streamliner with a 
supercharged engine. Coon and Travers 
started to work on the body and chassis 
with the superb craftsman Quinn 
Epperly. Keck wanted to purchase one 
of Lew Welch's famous supercharged Novi engines, but Welch 
refused. Coon and Travers then commissioned master engine 
designer Leo Goosen, of Meyer-Drake, to build a new 183- 
cubic-inch supercharged V-8. As May neared, it became appar- 
ent that neither streamliner nor engine would be ready in time. 

Unwilling to run a conventional car, Keck released the “Whiz 
Kids” and Vukovich. There are conflicting stories about what 
happened next. Some sources say that the Whiz Kids then 
signed on with Lindsey Hopkins and took Vukovich along with 
them. Other sources say that Vukovich enlisted retired 1950 
champion Henry Banks to lobby for the Hopkins ride. 
Whatever, the Whiz Kids, former McGrath mechanic Jack 
Beckley and Vukovich all signed on with Hopkins. 

Hopkins owned a year-old Kurtis 500-C, which had been 
driven in 1954 by rookie Pat O'Connor. The Whiz Kids started 
to apply their magic touch to the Hopkins roadster. 

Keck's enthusiasm waned after Vukovich's death. Coon, 
Travers and Epperly completed the streamliner, but the V-8 
engine project was abandoned. The streamliner was fitted with 
a regular four-cylinder Offy. Speedway president Tony Hulman 
so badly wanted the streamliner in the 1956 race that he paid 
the entry fee. We thought this might have been a fairy tale, but 
the entry list for the 1956 race shows an unnamed car entered 
by one Walter J. Travers. 

One day, with no preamble, Keck's secretary called the Whiz 
Kids and told them that Keck was no longer in racing. The 
beautiful car remained in Keck's shops until 1985, when it was 
then sold to a Memphis businessman, who had it restored by 
Jim Robbins. In 1990, Open Wheel magazine did an article on it, 
complete with pictures. Before that, the car had achieved myth 
status. It was rumored to exist but few had seen it, and ther 
were no photos. : 

In its 1990 resurrection it was painted a bright red, numbered 
4, and looked very similar to the 1955 Sumar Streamliner or the 
1954 Mercedes-Benz streamliner which now sits in Indy's 
museum. Its tail sported a very small adjustable wing. Coon 
and Travers, wizards at the old midget art of weight jacking, 
thought that the wing would enhance their weight-jacking 
efforts. Despite its never having turned a lap in any kind of 
competition, Open Wheel reported that it was worth $2.1 million. 

After a serious accident in the 1954 Mexican road race left 
Vuky with some serious back problems, his pre-race demeanor 
during May had been moody and hesitant. Where previously he 
had practiced little, he now drove the biue Hopkins beauty for 
endless practice laps. He qualified third-fastest, but due to 
Indy's enigmatic qualifying procedures started fifth. McGrath 


qualified nearly two miles per hour faster - a tremendous differ- 
ence in those days. It was widely rumored that McGrath had 
liberally peppered his car's methanol with nitromethane. The 
press, probably tired of writing Vukovich stories, had made 
McGrath the favorite to derail Vuky's bid for three in a row. 

Race day dawned cool and cloudy. Rookie driver and friend 
Ed Elisian asked Vukovich if there would be "steak and 
whiskey" tonight. Vuky advised Elisian to take it easy and"... 
never turn right at the Brickyard. That's when they take you 
home in a box." In those unsafe days, Vuky dressed only in 
bowling shoes, tan duck pants and a white T-shirt with "Mobil" 
stenciled on the back. Later, he would don golf gloves, goggles 
and a white Cromwell-style helmet. 

While donning the gloves, he entertained his crew with a par- 


“ody of the other drivers donning their gloves. He contemptu- 


ously remarked that he had to get scared. When engine wizard 
Herb Porter had joked with him to hurry back because they had 
a refrigerator full of cold beer, Vuky had asked Porter if an hour 
and a half suited him. Ironically, the caution for Vuky’s wreck 
came on at 11:03, and that caution lasted 27 minutes. 

Before he climbed into his car he asked his crew what lap 
they wanted him to catch McGrath on. They were shocked. 
They tried to calm him down. They all knew that McGrath was 
using nitro and would be difficult to out-run. They were pinning 
their hopes on McGrath blowing his nighly-stressed engine. 
Vuky was having none of that. According to the still unpub- 
lished book written by Angelo Angelopoulos, Vuky then said, 
"Listen, the son of (bleep) doesn't like to be run close to, and 
i'm going to run close to him." Vukovich lived up to his words in 
the early part of the race. 

McGrath's number 3 led the first three laps; Vuky's number 4 
then took over and led through lap 14. McGrath led lap 15, but 
Vuky was back in front on sixteen. There are photos of Vuky 
going nearly into the infield grass to pass McGrath. After the 
race, McGrath said, "if he wanted the lead that bad, he could 
have it." The pair distanced themselves from the field. 
McGrath's car started smoking, but he passed Vuky again and 
led laps 25 and 26. Vuky re-took the lead on lap 27, setting the 
fastest lap of the race at 141.354 mph; he had qualified at only 
141.071. 

Then, in the words of the eloquent Russ Catlin, "... this time, 
as he fairly flew down the stretch with McGrath at his heels, the 
colorful Californian raised his hand in a salute to his pit. Twice 
before, in the past two years, | had seen Vukovich so salute his 
pit. Each time the gesture meant, 'The battle is over. i'm in 
command now, so chart me a speed and a course and I'll see 
you in victory lane.” But Fate intervened. 

With McGrath dropping out after his 53rd lap, Vukovich now 
had a 30-plus-second lead over Bryan. Vuky had led 50 of the 
first 56 laps and was entering the backstretch on his 57th. The 
lapped car of Rodger Ward, ahead of Vuky on the track, broke 
an axle, spun and overturned. Ward's car, now named the 
Aristo Blue Special, was the former Agajanian 98 driven to vic- 
tory by Troy Ruttman in 1952, when Vuky's steering failed eight 
laps from the finish. It would now play a significant role in stop- 
ping another Vukovich victory. A single-car spin can usually be 
avoided quite easily, but in between Ward and Vukovich were 


Reichert’s Ramblings 


On Monday, June 6, the 26th 
annual Gopher 50 late model race 
was held, after dealing with a huge 
amount of change. After many 
years of running at the Steele 
County Fairgrounds in Owatonna, 
MN, this year the race was moved 
to the Deer Creek Speedway near 
Spring Valley, after a dispute 
between race organizers and the County fair board. The 
Queensland family, owners of Deer Creek, took over as pri- 
mary promoters of the race, with the Blooming Prairie Jaycees 
and race organizers Jerry Ingvalson and Ron Nelson taking on 
lesser roles in event management. In fact, the Lions Club of 
Blooming Prairie replaced the Jaycees as the non-profit group 
benefiting from the proceeds of the event. 

After running under various different sanctioning bodies, and 
even running non-sanctioned, in past years, this year for the 
first time the event was run under the World of Outlaws Late 
Model Series. Hence the date of the race was changed and, 
atso for the first time, TV cameras were poised to provide a 
replay of the race later this summer. 

The Gopher 50 has in past years been a mid-July event, with 
momentum built up to it over the course of the summer. By run- 
ning on the first Monday in June, with the heart of the racing 
season just starting and school! still in session for many kids, 
the race just came a little early for me to get as fired up about 
as in previous years. Also, love it or not, the Steele County 
Fairgrounds has a special atmosphere about it that separates it 
from most other race tracks. There was always a special feel- 
ing about the Gopher 50 under the big grandstand roof at 
Owatonna, and | didn’t get that special feeling at Deer Creek; it 
just felt like another special. 

That being said, there are innumerable reasons why the 
Gopher 50 was a better event at Deer Creek than it ever was at 
Owatonna. For one thing, Deer Creek is a real race track that 
provides for side-by-side racing and actual passing, while 
Owatonna was a flat horse track that, even after it was recon- 
figured several years ago, was more often than not a one-lane, 
non-passable, dirty oid horse track. So while there will be some 
things that | will miss about Owatonna, the bottom line is that it 
will be a much better race at Deer Creek. | feel comfortable giv- 
ing some opinion on this, since | have now attended all 26 
Gopher 50s. 

Whether or not the World of Outlaws is the best sanctioning 
group to have for this event remains an open question. 
Obviously they are a much more expensive group to bring in as 
opposed to other sanctioning bodies, and it didn't really provide 
that many more cars than would have been in attendance any- 
way. Surveys repeatedly showed that the two drivers fans 
wanted to see at the Gopher were Billy Moyer and Scott 
Bloomquist. | think Moyer would have there no matter who was 
sanctioning the race, while Bloomquist, a contracted driver for 
the Outlaws, failed to show. By the way, where were John 
Vandenberg, Shannon Babb and Darren Miller tonight? 


If it were not for local participation, the field of cars would 
have been a small one no matter what. There were 17 
WISSOTA drivers on hand with their small spec engines, but 
without them the count would have had less than 30 cars, and 
fans would have been crying the blues. Another good thing 
about Deer Creek is that the small-motored cars have a better 
chance on the short, slick track as opposed to the monster that 
is Owatonna. Five WiSSOTA-legal cars made the feature and 
took the $700 start money gratefully. 

Joel Cryderman explained that he was just going to run his 
WISSOTA stuff, and if he made the feature the money more 
than made the effort pay off. If not, it was a good chance for 
him to test his new car on a slick track. 

A few WISSOTA drivers switched over to big motors, like 
Mark Teske and Justin Fegers, while Trent Follmer, John 
Kaanta and Keith Foss were using second cars. Kaanta 
debuted a brand new car and probably guaranteed himself a 
spot on TV after a spectacular engine fire during his B-feature. 

Teske said he has a second car nearly completed, but he 
just hasn't had the time to finish it due to his extensive farming 
commitment this time of year. In fact, he’s been using his open- 
competition car with his WISSOTA motor in it weekly at Deer 
Creek, which has been about the only racing he’s done recent- 
ly. ‘ 

Kerry Hansen tipped that he’s about two weeks away from 
having a WISSOTA car ready, as he plans to run WISSOTA 
specials when he isn't traveling to open shows. It seems that 
life on the road gets old after a while, and he is looking to run 
more regional races and keep his skills sharp for the big 
shows. 

While Darrell Lanigan pretty much had the field covered for 
the entire race Monday night, there was a lot of other battling 
for position, especially from fifth to tenth. Both Jimmy Mars and 
Follmer made nice drives through the field by using multiple 
lines. | would have guessed, based on previous races I've seen 
at Deer Creek this year, that the track would have locked down, 
and | would have guessed wrong. 

Twenty of the original 24 starters were still on the track at the 
finish, and there were only two yellow flags during the event, 
both of which made for a very interesting race. While it may not 
have been a classic, it sure beat the heck out of anything | can 
recall at Owatonna in recent years. 

Seventeen-year-old Josh Richards continues to amaze with 
his mature driving talent. The son of chassis builder Mark 
Richards, this youngster appears to have unlimited talent and 
will surely be a star in the future, depending on which way he 
decides to go with his racing career. 

It was good to see Ace Ihm back on the track after his terri- 
ble crash a couple of weeks ago at Farley, IA. Ace has 
received some help from Mike Seubert in the form of a loaner 
motor. 

Thirty modifieds were also on hand for their $1,000-to-win 
show. They drove ruthlessly all night, using many slide-jobs 
and other questionable tactics, and there was plenty of ill will in 
their pit area after the event. But no one can doubt that their

the lapped cars of Al Keller and Johnny Boyd. 

Then, in the version according to Johnny Boyd, came the 
wreck of the blue Hopkins Special - assisted by Al Keller. 
Kelier, in a Kurtis Kraft 2000 that had carried Rex Mays to his 
death in De! Mar, had been driving the white line rather than 
looking far down the track. Boyd was slightly ahead of 
Vukovich. Boyd thought there was plenty of room on both the 
inside and outside of Ward. Both Vukovich and Boyd decided 
to go for the opening on the inside of the track. Keller decided 
to spin out; he didn't do it right. As Boyd, and no doubt 
Vukovich, watched incredulously, Keller spun into the small 
wooden inside guard rail and then bounced back onto the track 
and into Boyd. Boyd's car was then pushed into Vukovicn's. 
Tire marks and photos published in the June 13 issue of Life 
magazine showed Vuky, against his own advice to Elisian, 
made a last-ditch attempt to turn right. it wasn't enough. 

Vuky hit Boyd and went airborne over the small wooden out- 
side guardraii. Later studies of photos indicated that one of 
Vuky’s tires clipped the guardrail, causing what happened next. 
The Hopkins Special went crazily end over end several hun- 
dred yards down the outside of the track, grazing parked cars 
and a utility pole. In the three movies available, Vuky's car 
seems to assume a personality of its own during tne wreck: the 
car acted as if it was angry with him. It acted like a street fighter 
repeatedly kicking a downed opponent. Just when it seemed 
that it would finally settle, it bounced up a few more times, 
always beating the hapless driver. It came to rest upside down 
and on fire. 

Catlin, unable to see anything on the backstretch from his 
post in the press box, remembers seeing a small amount of 


-white smoke. After counting cars coming past the pits and not- 


ing Vukovich missing, Catlin wrote that, "Then you thought - 
thought a lot and prayed a little, and you looked at that white 
cloud, and you knew." 

Confusion reigned. Vuky and Boyd's friend, Ed Elisian, was 
reported as being a part of the wreck. He wasn't. What hap- 
pened was that Elisian was travelling behind and witnessed the 
accident. Elisian brought his car to a stop in the infield and then 
headed toward the burning Vukovich car, but he was 
restrained. Boyd pounded Keller on his chest and called him a 
few choice names. Keller kept asking, "What did | do?" Ward 
and Boyd suffered minor injuries, Elisian was sedated, Keller 
was uninjured and Vukovich was dead. 

Vuky had been well-liked by his crew. In an interview years 
later, Jim Travers indicated that it was a real blow for the crew 
to have Vuky crash in a car that they had tended to with so 
much care. After they had ail worked so hard, the unfair results 
were a guy they really-cared for in the cemetery and their 
beloved car a pile of junk. Photos taken of the wrecked 
Hopkins show that Travers was not exaggerating. But those 
roadsters were tough birds. Frank Kurtis rebuilt the Hopkins 
Special for the 1956 race. Jim Rathmann quaiified it in the mid- 
die of the first row; then, in the race itself, the spirit of Bill 
Vukovich hovered above it for a short while. Like a magnificent 
blue-and-red phoenix, it arose from its own ashes and led the 
first lap.

Series. It’s been a long time since we had gotten together, 
since the past year was quite a challenge for the four of us with 
health issues. We squeezed our reunion into the few hours that 
it took for the race program, which ended around ten instead of 
the usual 9:30 due to some 140 entries Sunday night. 

It was quite a treat to see Tommy Hromadka and Race 
McComb race into the late model feature via the semi, and 
Scott Schoeni make the field on his qualifying time. This week’s 
main event was 75 circuits, slowed by two cautions early that 
each sent a pair of top-running racers to the rear of the field. 
Andrew Morrissey didn't wait too long before taking over from 
Rich Loch, maintaining the lead position to the final flag. 
Whether it was confidence or car, this put Morrissey into win- 


ner’s circle twice in three days, having also won on Friday at 
the Madison oval. “We got off to a rough start this year,” 
declared the young winner, not minding the way this weekend 
has ended. 

Many of us were keeping an eye on Brad Mueller’s progress 
during the contest, coming from the fifth row to runner-up.

Down Memory Lane: The American Race Drivers 
Association held its very first race at the Cedarhurst, Long 
Island, Speedway on Wednesday, May 15, 1940. The race was 
won by Bill Schindler, the president of the newly-formed midget 
association. 

My records show the ARDC conducted 77 meets during its 
initial season, with Schindler winning 26 features and placing 
second ten times and third seven times to become the group's 
first champion. Ted Tappett won 18 features, had 14 second- 
place showings and twice finished third for second in the final 
standings. My records aiso show Ernie Gesell third in points 
with nine wins, while Bill Holmes was fourth, followed by 
George Rice, Len Duncan, Mike Joseph, Dutch Schaefer, Len 
Golen, Bub Walker, Harry Felton, Pop DeVercelly and Bill 
Baker. 

During the Labor Day weekend in 1967, the ARDC conduct- 
ed seven features at four different speedways, and Schaefer 
won five of them - two at Hershey, PA, two at Owego, NY, and 
one at Belmar, NJ. The other two were won by Tom 
McAndrew, at Flemington, NJ, and Duncan, at Essex Junction, 
VT. 

At the Kokomo (IN) Speedway in 1949, promoters John 
Rose and Bert Miller presented 14 midget programs sanctioned 
by the AAA. Frank Burany won five features, while three were 
won by George Tichenor. Single feature wins went to Ralph

Dick Word drove the Shorty Burns number 93 to the track 
championship in the St. Louis Racing Association midget club 
in 1949, followed by Ned Shoemaker, Vito Calia, Chuck 
Weyant, Harry Ross, Elmer Noeth, Bob Slater, Mel Wainwright, 
Russ Fox and Red Hamilton. 

On July 10, 1949, the Indianapolis Midget Speedway, sanc- 
tioned by the AAA, held a special race for the 20 fastest cars 
inverted. The race was won by Leroy Warriner from last place. 
The regular feature went to Mel Hansen. 

The 30-lap feature at Terre Haute’s “Fastrack” RSA speed- 
way on July 7, 1949, was won by Leroy Warriner, over Troy 
Ruttman, Aaron Woodard and Keith Andrews. Winning heats 
were Mark Henn, Andy Linden, Ruttman and Bill Baker. 

The four-year-old daughter of Keith Andrews suffered a bro- 
ken wrist when she fell through the stands. She was taken to 
the hospital by her father, and he returned to the track in time 
for the feature. 

Warriner also won the 30-lap feature at the Lafayette (IN) 
Speedway on July 8, 1949. He was trailed by John McDowell, 
Ed Hadad, Rocky Johnson and Potsy Goacher. 

Bill Schindler won the ARDC feature at the half-mile dirt track 
at Hatfield, PA, on April 24, 1949, after starting 13th. He was 
followed by Len Duncan in a new Ken Hickey Offy, George 
Fonder in a new Caccia Offy, McAndrew in the Hickey number 
19, Joe Barzda in the Brugnoletti number 55, Handshew, 
Gottier, Koenig, Musselman, Peters and Fornoro.

Just about every seat in the house was filled with an esti- 
mated 4,000 fans.

Alex Coonan and his family were 
back at Angell Park Speedway in 
Sun Prairie on Sunday evening with 
a new car which his father Jim says 
took 18 months, two hours a day, to 
build. The body is all-aluminum 
fashioned with an English wheel. It 
is a work of art. 

: Warm-up had hardly gotten under 
‘way when Dan Boorse apparently broke a rear axie and took a 
series of barrel-roils out of turn 3. As one witness described it, 
“Boorse laid it into the turn and the car took off, almost clearing 
the fence.” Another person who was standing near the fence 
where the accident occurred said Boorse was really hauling 
mail, caught a rut, and hit the wall. “Usually the car teeters for a 

second. In this case it just went. That was ugly.” 

There are some young men at Sun Prairie who are trying to 
make a career of racing. Among them is Brad Kuhn, a recent 
graduate from Purdue in mechanical engineering. Kuhn began 
in quarter-midgets and mini-sprints and then ran his own equip- 
ment on the dirt in 2001 and ‘03. He began 2004 driving for 
Butch Dahlke, then switched back to his own equipment. 

Kuhn met John Grau, a custom home builder from Phoenix, 
at a cookout. Grau had tried a stint as a driver but realized it 
wasn’t for him. Grau talked with Kuhn and bought him an 
engine at the end of 2004. This year Grau decided to get into 
the sport in a big way, and Kuhn was the recipient of a full deal 
that included a new chassis and motor. Kuhn has finished in 
the top five in 14 of 17 races this year. 

Another driver with aspirations to move on is Dariny Stratton, 
who is driving for the Lein Acres team. Stratton began his rac- 
ing in boats when he was eight years old. He switched to quar- 
ter-midgets when he was nine and ran them until he was 16. 
He was Grand Nationa! champion in 1996. 

Stratton was the 2001 Western States rookie of the year in 
midgets. In ‘02 he was second in points; in ‘03 he drove a 
Focus car, and then in 2004 was the rookie of the race at the 
Chili Bowl, finishing seventh in the A-main. He also won the 


Pacific Coast Open at Hanford, CA, one af the most prestigious 
races on the West Coast. Stratton’s ambition is to drive a stock 
car on a professional basis someday. 

A rookie of the year in 2002, Brian Claas is among four driv- 
ers to be in Butch Dahike’s car this summer, Dahike is taking a 
summer off from points racing to develop a V-6 motor. He had 
the car out two weeks ago but struggled with ignition problems. 

Bryan Walter says his car lacks in horsepower and hasn't 
been handling all that well. “I’ve got to get it to behave,” he 
says. “It is like a demon out there.” 

Doug Jordon had been sitting in the stands watching since 
1972. He had raced go-karts at age 18 and then did some trials 
riding in District 16 of the AMA before settling into to being a 
fan. But as he watched the midgets at Angell Park he could 
smell the fumes, which went right into his blood. When Lance 
Altman's car came up for sale he decided to buy it. After all, he 
had his house all but paid for, and the bank was willing to give 
the 30-year General Motors in Janesville employee the loan. 
Jordon says he had been practicing sliding sideways on the I- 
90°ramp in the snow for 30 years in preparation for his debut as 
a racer. He claims it is more fun than he anticipated, although it 
is very time-consuming. He used to go fishing three times a 
week; now he is lucky if he goes once a week. He says that 
may nat be all bad, since the fish probably contain mercury 
anyway. 

Rick Mueller, who is in his ninth year of racing, spent most of 
last year letting others - Clark, Pickens, Critter Malone - drive 
his car. The payoff came when he got back in the car the last 
two nights of last year and found the handling much improved, 
because of their set-upsuggestions. “I don’t have to be scared 
gaing into turn 1,” Mueller says. ` 

After coming close the week before, Brandon Waelti won the 
25-lap feature at Angell Park on Sunday night. It was his first 
feature win at Sun Prairie since the “Showdown at the Prairie” 
in July 2002. Waelti started inside on the fourth row and took 
the lower groove to victory. “I decided to try the bottom,” Waelti 
explained. “The top was erratic. Guys would hit the cushion 
and the front of the car would flip up, and they would have to

MONTRAL, QUE, June 12 -- Kimi Raikkonen cut ten points 
from Fernando Alonso’s lead in the Formula One World 
Championship by winning the Canadian Grand Prix Sunday for 
his third victory of the season. 

It was the first time in eight races this season that Alonso 
failed to finish. His points lead stands at 59-37 over Raikkonen. 7 

Raikkonen’s teammate Juan Pablo Montoya seemed to have 
the victory in Canada tied up,,but when the safety car came out 
on lap 48 because of an accident, Montoya’s team failed to call’ 
him into the pits in time. Montoya pitted on the next lap but. 
rejoined the field when the red fight at the pit exit was on, thus- 
disqualifying him. 

Jenson Button started from the pole, but teammates 
Giancarlo Fisichella and Alonso shot ahead to first and second. 
Fisichella led for 32 laps before retiring with a gearbox 
hydraulics problem, and Alonso then took first place, but he slid 
wide and clipped a wall on lap 39, damaging his car. 

This put Montoya and Raikkonen one-two, respectively, but 
whenthird-place Button hit the wall in the final turn on lap 46, 
which brought out the safety car, Montoya’s crew didn’t react in 
time, while Raikkonen’s engineers had him pit immediately. 

Raikkonen, who had a problem with his steering wheel, went 
on to win over Michael Schumacher, who finished on the podi- 
um for only the second time this year, by 1.137 seconds. After 
struggling with gearbox problems during qualifying, Rubens 
Barrichello worked his way up to finish third, while Felipe Massa 
held off an attacking Mark Webber for fourth.
